Are not Affected bv the New Anti­ 


pass Law 


Several railroad employes have asked 


T h e D is p a t c h 
reporter to publish the 
provisions of the new rate bill regarding 


the issuing of passes to employes and 
their fam ilies. 
The text cf the law is 


not at hand, but the following 
from a 
long interview of tho provisions of tho 
law appearingin the R ailw ay Agocovers 
that point and is no doubt correct: 
“ There 
is a general prohibition of 
passes or free transportation of passen­ 
gers, suplemented, however, by a gener­ 
ous list of exceptions w hich is broad 
enough to perm it about all 
the 
fr« e 
transportation 
that could 
legitim ately 
bo granted. The exes ptions include em­ 
ployes and their fam ilies and the offi­ 
cers, agents, surgeons, 
physicians and 
attorneys of the issuing carrier. Passes 


may also be issued 
for various ch arti 
table purposes and to those in charge of 
live stock, poultry, and fru it; to sleep­ 
ing-car employes: to those on express 
cars; 
to the linem en of telegraph and 
telephone companies; to certain em ploy­ 
es in the postal service: to train 
news­ 
boys: to baggage agents: to witnesses in 


legal 
investigations, in w hich 
the ca r­ 
rier is interested: to persons injured 
in 


wrecks, and 
physicians and 
nurses at 
tending them: to secretaries of railw ay 
Young M en ’s C h ristian 
Associations, 
and to clergym en. 
Interchange 
passes 
for officers, agents and employes of com­ 
mon carriers and their fam ilies are per 


nutted. 
Stran g ely enough, a strict in ­ 
terpretation would indicate that a car 
rier may issue exchange passes for tho 
fam ilies of officers and agents of other 
carriers, but 
may not issued 
passes to 
the 
fam ilies of its own 
officers and 
agents. 
The provision is not to be con­ 
strued to prevent 
free carriage for 
re­ 
lieving distress incident to general epi­ 
demics, pestilences or other calam itous 
visitations. 
The penalities for violation 
of this provision apply 
to the carrier 
w hich issues a pass in 
violation of its 
terms and to the individual who travels 


upon it.”

gnu- decreases it. In surface inflamma­ 
tions or congestions cold Water ought 
to be used, while if the condition is sit 
uated below the surface hot water is 
necessary as an application because it 
draws the blood toward the surface 
ami 
tints 
stimulates the circulation 
through tin* part where it is most 
Deeded. 
In 
cases of abscesses or pimples 
with ims forming in them, but which 
have not yet come to a head, tho secre­ 
tion of pus can be rapidly increased 
and the duration of the annoyance 
thereby decreased by applying bot wa­ 
ler to them at frequent intervals. 
Where the eye is inflamed or smarts, 
after a period of eye strain, such as 
night, work often Induces, hot appli­ 
cations nro the things for relief, but I 
the water used should be gradually 
allowed to cool off toward the end 
I ired eyes will invariably be rejuve­ 
nated by adopting this method of treat­ 
ment, and many headaches resultin 
from such a condition may thereby be 
prevented or cured.
